“Honorable Sir: The Cubans, old men, 
women and children, resident in the town 
of Cienfuegos and this neighborhood, are 
all dying of thunger. The young men aré 
ali in the field with the Cuban troops, 
and we have net shoes or food. All the 
provisions in this town are in the hands 
of Spaniards. Cubans cannot obtain a 
piece of bread, as it is necessary to send 
everything to the field. The Weyler system 
is in the way. The situation is terrible. If 
you, honorable sir, do not come quick with 
your squadron to our help and take pos- 
session of this town, we shall be lost. We 
beg you ‘to precipitate your operation. 
About 5,000 otd men, women and children 
shall die of hunger in this town. Some of 
these ova men have four or five sons fight- 
ing Yor his freedom. If the great people 
of the United States do not come to our 
help ,we are lost. For God’s sake come 
quick. SOME CUBANS.”’

SOLDIERS CATHER 
AT NEWPORT NEWS 


Commands Designed for Porto 
Rican Expedition To Embark 


COME FROM MANY CAMPS 


Nearly Six Thousand Soldiers Are Now 
Tented Near a Blo Wharf, 


BEEN ARRIVING = SEVERAL DAYS 


Close to Ten Thousand Men Will Be 
Rushed Away from the Virginia 
Coast Within the Next Few 
Days To Join General 
Miles. 


Newport News, Va., July 25.—Not since 
the stirring days of the sixti2s, whea tne 
north was fighting under the stars and 
stripes to the tune of the “Sta: Ssangied 
Banner” and the south under the stars 
and bars to the striins of “Tixies! have 
there been as many troops in Ewoorr 
News or this vicinity as are now in cainp 
beycnd the works of the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company 
waiting to go aboard transports to be 
taken to the gem of the Antilles—Porto 
Rico—where they wil] strike éne of Spain's 
richest possessions in the western hemis- 
phere in order that it may become a free 
and independent republic or a part of the 
United States or be held as the guarantee 
of a war indemnity. 

Incoming trains within the last thirty-six 
nours have brought nearly six thousand 
troops to tbtis city. This includes the Sec- 
ond brigade of the First army corps in 
command of Brigadier General Haines 
from Chickamauga Park, Ga., and five 
troops of cavairy from Camp Aleer. 

The first train reached the city at noon 
Thursday and from that time on fill late 
this afternoon section followed section, The 


grounds, where they pitched dog tents and 
made themselves comcortable. 
Troops Now in Camp. 

General Haines’s brigade ig composed of 
the Third Illinois, Colonel Bennett; Fourth 
Ohio, Colonel Coit, and Fourth Penn- 
sylvania, Colonel] Carr, which arrived in 
the order named, The regiments arrived 
in battalions of three trains each. ~ ‘The 
First battalion of the Third Illinois regi- 
ment reached the city Sunday shortly af- 
ter 12 o’clock. but it was not till 2 o’clock 
this afternoon that the Third battalion 
} of the Pennsylvania regiment brought up 
the rear. Meantime the five troops of cav- 
alry arrived from Camp Alger, troops A 
and C, of New York, reaching the city 
Sunday afternoon, following this morning 
by troops A, B and C, of Pennsylvania. 
All of these troovs went into camp. 

Major General Brooke's special train, 
which left Chickamauga Sunday afternoon 
with the commander of the First army 
corps and his staff, pulled in at 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon and General Brooke imme- 
diately repaired to the Warwick hotel, 
where he will remain till he sai:s for Porto 
Rico on the auxiliary cruiser St. Lou's. 
The general was enthusiastically received 
when he put foot in the city. The last train 
to arrive that had on board troops was the 
one bringing the brigade hospital corps 
from Chickamauga, which included 350 men, 
and the train arrived late this evening with 
the ambulance wagons. No more troops 
will come in till daylight tomorrow morn- 
Ing, when the signal corps will arrive at 11 
o'clock. Four batteries of light artillery 
wil arrive from Chickamauga. They are 
battery <A. Illinois; battery B, Pennsylva- 
nia; battery A, Missouri, and the Twenty- 
Seventh Indiana battery. 
Pennsylvanians Are Ordered to Front. 

Orders were received at Camp Warburton 
this afternoon Girecting batteries A and C, 
Pennsylvania national guard, to be ready 
to leaye with this expedition. These two 
batteries have been stationed here since 
May 6th, having been ordered to Newport 
News to protect the battleships Illinois, 
Kearsarge and Kentucky now under course 
of construction. Battery A is commanded 
by Captain Barclay Warburton, of Phila- 
delphia, son-in-law of John Wanamaker. 
It is probable that ail seven of the batteries 
will leave on the same transport. 

General Haines’s brigade will begin to 
embark early tomorrow morning. The 
transports Massachusetts, Roumania and 
City of Washington are now at the piers 
taking on provisions. The auxiliary cruiser 
St. Louis is expected to come up Hampton 
Roads tomoraw morning, and it is probab!e 
that the vessel will sail, in the afternoon, 
with General Brooke and his staff and 1,300 
troops. The St. Paul is expected to steam 
into port tomorrow morning from New 
York. She will also take on troops and pro- 
visiong. 
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BEST SOLDIERS IN THE WORLD. 


General Corbin Gives Statement About 
the United States Army. 


Washington, July 25.—Adjutant General 
Corbin tonight made public a statement of 
the progress made in the organization of 
the regular and volunteer armies of the 
United States, up to and including July 
24th. In the ninety days which have 
elapsed since the president’s first call for 
volunteers, an army of 267,400 men has been 
recruited, mustered, equipped and placed 
in the field, an achievement that thas 
elicited surprise and admiration from the 
best informed military authorities of 
Europe. 

The personne! of the army is far superior 
to that of any body of men hitherto raised 
for military purposes by the United States. 
Every man recruited, whether for the reg- 
ular or for the volunteer army, has under- 
gone a careful physical examination con- 
ducted by disinterested and competent 
officers. As a general propositton, there- 
fore, the army is physically without a flaw. 
Quite naturally, the requirements for the 
regular service are more rigid than those 
for the volunteers, because recruits for the 
regular army, being considered merely as 
individuals, are obliged to undergo a more 
severe examination than’ the volunteers, 
many of whom are taken into the service 
as organizations. The statement indicates 
that only one in four applicants: for ad- 
mission to the regular army was accepted 
by the mustering officers and medical ex- 
aminers. 

In this way a notably high class of men 
has been secured for the army. 

Of the 216,500 volunteers authorized by 
congress, 212,000 have been placed in the 
field, nearly all of them fully equipped. In 
a few days the entire volunteer army will 
be thoroughly organized into regiments, 
brigades. divisions and army corps. The 
aptitude for military discipline and instruc- 
tion which the volunteers have evinced has 
created surprise among the representatives 
of foreign governments with the United 
States army. They agree that the Amer- 
icans are the finest soldiers in the world. 


WILL SOON SHIP SPANIARDS. 


Colonel Hecker Hears from Attorney 
for One of the Bidders. 


Washington, July 25.—The war depart- 
ment has received a letter from a New 
York attorney representing J. L. St. John, 
protesting against the award for trans- 
porting the Spanish prisoners in Spanish 
ships. 
~ In addition to the claims that have been 
made in this matter heretofore, he alleged 
that his client had not been heard respect- 
ing a bid which had been put in. Colonel 
Hecker replied to the attorney today, say- 
ing that Mr. St. John’s bid was upon a 
letter denoting him a paper manufacturer, 
and Mr. St. John had not responded to a 
telegram requesting his presence in Wash- 
ington save by letter, saying that he was 
giad that the contract had been placed so 
advantageously to the government. Colonel 
Hetker also said that the department was 
fully advised as to the location of the 
Spanish ships before ‘the contract was 
made. 

Probably before the end of the week the 
Spanish company wil] begin the discharge 
of its obligations, and have shipped at San- 
tiago at least 1,000 of the Spanish soldiers 
on the long journey to Spain, a trip which 
it is expected will occupy avout fifteen 
days. Word came to the war department 
today through the medium of the United 
States ‘consul at Fort de France, Isle of 
Martinique, that the Spanish steamship 
Alicante, which has been lying there for 
several weeks, was about to safl for San- 
tiago to ship some of the prisoners. She 
is due to arrive there about Thursday 


morning.

HEAVY LOSS 1S) ALLERED 


Oficlats Continue To Make the People 
Believe That Cause Is Prospering, 


CABINET CHANGE DISCUSSED AGAIN 


The Carlists Are Being Watched by 
the Administration Crowd and 
Arrests Are Being Made. 
Morocco Makes Some 
Threats. 


Madrid, July 25.—A private dispatch from 
San Juan de Porto Rico says a strong 
American squadron has appeared before 
Bahia Hondo, but that the American at- 
tempt to disembark Was repulsed with 
considerablé ioss. 

There is still an endeavor to keep alive 
the impression that something is going 
on behind the scenes in the direction of 
peace, but the prevalent idea is that the 
war will continue until the fall of Ma- 
nila and the invasion of Porto Rico. 
Peace is impossible until there is more 
unarimity in Spain with regard to the 
necessary sacrifices of territory. The min- 
isters, baving arrived at an understanding, 
wiil await the march of events. A cabinet 
crisis has been averted for the time be- 
ing. 

Those who succeed the present cabinet 
will certainly be obliged before long to 
ask the ccuntry to submit terms pro- 
foundl; repugnant to the national pride. 
The prospect of intermediary cabinets is 
marred by the correct attitude of General 
Polavieja, who declines to become the in- 
strumeat of politicians eager to create a 
third party. 

According to a dispatch from Cadiz to 
The Imparcial, of this city, advices ‘from 
Tangier say the foreign minister of Mor- 
occeo declares that if the Americans 
enter Moroccan ports they will be no- 
tified to leave in twenty-four hours, and 
it is added if they refuse to do so Morocco 
will place herself under the protection of 
the pcwers. . 

The peace probabilities are anx:ously 
canvassed at Tangier since the arrival 
there of the United States consul, and the 
special dispatch adds the bell £ increases 
that the United States does, ot intend to 
deprive Spain of anything ~ but the An- 
tilles. 

The government professes to have full 
information as to all the carlists’ doings 
and is acting accordingly. The carlists 
leaders, it is beHeved, left Madriq because 
they feared arrest rather than with any 
idea of preparing a rising. The authorities 
assert that the agitation has been effec- 
tively checked. Vasco, the carlist’ chief 
at Bilbao,- has been arrested. 

The exodus of carlists from the northern 
provinces of Spain into France is extreme- 
ly active. All the leading members oc the 
party have left Madrid. 

On the other hand, some influential car- 
lists repudiate any illegal act:on and the 
best authoritics are also of the opinion 
that there is no danger of a rising at 
present, since few Spaniards are willl 
to invite. national calamities by plunging 
the country into the horrors of the civil 
war. 


Miss Schley Ordered Out of Madrid. 


London, July %.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph says: 

“An American lady, said to be Commo- 
dore Schley’s daughter, has arrived here, 
but neither the queen regent nor any re- 
sponsible personage will receive her. She 
will probably be requested to depart at the 
earliest possible date.”

FOR YELLOW FEVER 


‘Surgeon General Wyman ‘Working Hard 
To Stamp It Out. 


HOPE TO CONFINE DISEASE 


National Authorities Are Now Learn- 
ing To Control the Malady. 


WYMAN’S REPRESENTATIVES AT WORK 


Advancement in the Knowledge of the 
Yellow Jack Has Been Great and 
Has Had Gooi Results.

Washington, July 25.—(Special.»—With the 
stars and stripes fiying from its citadel, 
with its port placed on a par with those 
of this country, an@ the American postal 
system extended to cover the city and the 
territory surrounding it, and with General 
Leonard Wood as governor, Santiago de 
¢ Cuba is an American city in all respects— 
in all respects save one. In the eyes of one 
of the most important departments of the 
government the status of that city remains 
unchanged. It !s a foreign port, so far as 
the United States marine hospital service 
is concerned, and for some time to come 
will doubtless continue to be so regarded. 
However hearty the welcome extended to 
Santiago as a city of the United States— 
for it will continue to be so considéred so 
long as the flag flies there—there is one of 
its standard products for which we have 
no use. That is yellow fever. And it is to 
keep that dread visitor out that Surgeon 
General Wyman and his assistants propose 
to keep on treuting it as a foreign city. 
Santiago has a record as a center for yel- 
low fever. How badly the disease ‘s rag- 
ing there nuw it is not possible to tell with 
any great degree of accuracy, for the press 
censorsh'p in strict; but the officials here 
are emphatic in their declarations that the 
malady is of a mild* type and that the 
troops are in no great danger. 

While those officia's are using thetr most 
zealous efforts to care for the stricken 
troops, the officials of the marine hospital 
service are losing no opportunity to pro- 
vide against the introduction of the disease 
in this country. Just now two places are 
under susp!clun in a sense, Tampa ana 
Fort Monroe, at both of which places there 
fre fever cases among soldiers recently 
brought from the front. It will be several 
days before the exact nature of the @dis- 
ease develops in all of these cases, but ad- 
vices from the physiclans in charge are 
most favorable and tend to the belief that 
it is not the yellow jack. 

Whether it shoulq develop that this is 
yellow fever or not, we have already been 
given additional evidence of the good done 
by the department under the control of 
Surgeon General Wyman. The splendid 
service of the national authorities in the 
jast visitation of Yellow fever to the south 
showed the great value of the marine hos- 
pital service, and work done this year has 
certainly strengthened the service in the 
eyes of the country. 

Prompt and Effective Work. 

The successful stamping out of the fever 
at the one place it has secured an undoubt- 
ed foothold this year is a feather in Gen- 
eral Wyman’s cap. When the announce- 
ment came that the disease had broken out 
at Fort McHenry, Miss., some weeks ago, 
everybody felt it could mean nothing else 
than another epidemic through the gulf 
states. The historv of the disease has 
Shown thst one epidemic has invariably 
been followed by another the next year. 
But with all the power of the government 
at his back, General Wyman took hold of 
things down there. With the co-operation 
of the state authorities, the necessary de- 
tention camps were laid off and equipped 
and the strictest quarantines were estab- 
lished. The result was al] that the most 
enthusiastic admirer of the marine hospital 
service could have hoped. The disease was 
faept entirely within its first limits and was 
finally stamped out. | 

Work That Has Been Done. 

Realizing tihe possibility of another out- 
break this year, General Wyman has had 
his agents and representatives stationed 
at all danger points in the fever belt 
watching for suspicious cases. These men 
heve been most vigilant in their efforts 
and in the McHenry case the reward for 
this vigilance was most pronounced. 

But it is not in that case alome that the 
marine service ‘has been particularly active 
this year, From the very first there has 
been the greatest activity in perfecting the 
quarantine at south Atlantic and guif 


a.) } | points. Speaking of the work done in 
sue this line, General ‘Wyman said: ‘‘From 
; the first the war and navy departments 


have co-operated fully with the marine 
hospital service, which, you know, is un- 
der the treasury department, in the enforce- 
ment of quarantine regulations. We have 
established a camp at Bocachica, near 
Key West, one-at Egmont Key, at the en- 
trance of Tampa bay, and the Tortugas 
quarantine is available for the treatment 
of any infected transport or naval vessel. 
The surgeon general of the army informs 
me that no more wounded will be brought 
through Florida. The danger is greatly 
dimimished by ordering all to go to north- 
ern ports. The national government has 
eight quarantine stations on the south At- 
lantic and gulf coast, where ample provi- 
sions exist for the care of any infected 


' vessel and the detention of suspects. The 


advantages which would accrue from a 
Strictly national quarantine is seen at the 
present juncture, when, by agreement of 
the heads of the several departments, nec- 
essary measures can be taken insuring 
uniformity. Inspectors of the marine hos- 
pital service are stationed at every danger 
point, and while great care is necessary, 
the situation is looked upon with confi- 
dence.”’ | 


A Valuable Publication. 

In this connection Surgeon General Wy- 
man called my attention to a publication 
just issued by his department. It consists 
of a number of articles on yellow fever, 
prepared by officers of the service under 
his direction, and in it every phase of the 
disease ig treated. 

There is much that ts valuable and in- 
teresting in the publication, which, by the 
way, is the first one of its kind ever got 
out by the government. 

Surgeon Murray, who has seen the fever 
during twenty-one summers, in speaking 
of the transmission of the disease, says: 

“The disease is air borne for some dis- 
tance; fhe infection is stronger at times 
and places than at others: whether it is 
intensity or quantity I do not know: it may 
be diluted and is transmitted by clothing. 
bedding and related articles. Hair from 
the dead has transmitted it: corn sacks, 


blankets and old newspapers have carried 


it; mountains of filth will not produce it: 
they may give it a new nidus or garden 
from which it goes out ‘seeking whom it 
may devour.’

GUANTANAMO TROOPS GIVE UP. 


Ten Thousand More Spanish Prisoners 
Under Shafter’s Care. 

Santiago de Cuba, July 25.—Everything 
here is peaceful. The 7,000 Spanish sol- 
diers at Guantanamo laid down their arms 
today. The 3,350 from Palma Sorriano, 
San Luis and Longo surrendered yesterday 
to Lieutenant Miley and today pack trains 
with provisions were sent them. 

The only others included in the capit- 
ulation are 2,000 troops at Baracoa and 
1.000 at Sagua, They have not yet been 
turned in, but they are now here in General 
Garcia’s vicinity. He is at Jiguaney today 
and reached there without encountering 
any Spaniards, 

General Shafter authorizes an absolute 
contradiction of the report that Garcla 
encountered a force of Spaniards who 
were returning to Santiago to surrender 
and was defeated by them, 

Colonel Ezra P. Ewers, of the Ninth in- 
fantry, acting for Geaeral Shafter, will 
receive the formal surrender of Guanta- 
namo. Yesterday General Shafter released 
forty Cubans who had been confined in the 
local jail on political charges. 

Indeed, some of them were confined with- 


{ out charges of any character, others on the 


most trivial pretexts and others solely 
because of sympathy with the insurgents’ 
cause. The jail is still filled with many 
whose crimes and sentences are not on 
record and are absolutely unknown so far 
as has yet been ascertained, A general in- 
vestigation has been ordered immediately, 

American newspapers, which have ar- 
rived here, contain articies written appa- 
rently under a misapprehemsion of the 
facts regarding the conduct of the cam- 
paign and the dictation of the terms of 
surrender. General Miles was here sim- 
ply as a visitor and adviser. 

In his official capacity the had nothing 
to do with the terms of aupitulation, the 
entire credit for which belongs to General 
Shafter, who on July 10th, received the 
following dispatch from Washington of 
that date: 

“General Shater, Siboney—The secretury 
of war directs me to inferm you that Gen- 
eral Miles left nere at 10:40 last night for 
Santiago, but with instructions which @o 
not in amy manner supersede you as the 
commander of the United States troops 
in the field near Santiago so long as you 
are able for duty.

Halifax, N. 6., July 25.—The town of 
Pugwash, 1,200 inhabitants, a shipping port 
of considerable importance on the straits 
of Northumberland, was wiped out by fire 
today, 200 dwellings, five churches, twenty 
Stores, three hotels and severa! mills being 
destroyed.

Express Company Cannot Accept Too 
Many Consignments at One Time 
on Account of Liability. 


Washington, July 25.—The following 


statement concerning the new bond issue 
was made at the treasury department to- 


“The first shipment_ of the new ‘war 
bonds was made today. They consisted of 
1,000 bonds of $20 each, and 1,000 bonds of 
$500 each. The public mind is poorly. 
prepared to comprehend the enormous 
labor and multitudenous detalls connected 
with this great popular loan. In the first 
place, after the rejectionjand return of 
thousands of subser*ptions to which no 
allotment could be made, there remai‘s 
300,000 persons to whom bonds will be al- 
lottead and forwarded in due course by 
express. It is not a question only of 
300,000 names. The name, including state, 
county. town and street number of sub- 
scribers. must be transcribed and rewrit- 
ten in various ways at least ten times. 
This is equivalent to entering once, thus 
fully extended, three million or more 
names. This mere clerical work is, how- 
ever, but a part of the problem—the col- 
lection of checks and drafts received as 
payment for bonds, the compilation of in- 
terest, preparation of checks in settle- 
ment for same, the engraving and print- 
ing of ten kinds of denominations of 
bonds, the accurate disposition of these in 
envelopes properly addressed, a:] these 
are a part of the problem that must be 
solved without error or omission. One 
simple fact will impress the mind with the 
magnitude of the operation. Express en- 
velopes must be sealed with three seals, 
which means that 900,000 seals in wax must 
be imprinted on outgoing bonds. 

“Another important feature is the limita- 
tion in the ability of the express agency 
to receive, forward and deliver the bonds 
after they are committed to their care for 
this purpose. This limitation is estimated 
by the express company at 5,000 items per 
day. Possibly if this limitation or ability 
did not exist—it is a natural prudent lim- 
it, since on an average of only $500 in 
each envelope the express company would 
receive as fiduciary agants $2,500,000 of the 
securities per day, and if it is required an 
average of three days to make deliveries 
there would be a continuous trust of 
$7,500,000—as large an amount, perhaps, as 
the responsibility of the express com- 
pany would justify. It is un- 
derstood that deliveries on the 
subscriptions of $30 and __iess, for 
which the money has been all received, 
will be made before the larger subscrip- 
tions are attendeg to. Of these sma!l sub- 
scriptions there are 230,000 in number and 
it is estimated that forty days will be 
required for their delivery. For this it will 
appear that subscribers in amounts larger 
than $500 will not begin to receive their 
bonds until after September ist. From 
that date on the bonds will be put in the 
hHands of the larger subacribers quite 
rapidly, since numerically speaking they 
aggregate less than one-third of the num- 
ber of smal] subscribers. In the méan- 
time the larger subscribers will be offi- 
cially notified by the treasury department 
when and how payments in addition to 
the 2 per cent deposit will be required and 
before remitting funds they are requested 
to await such notice. Much confusion 
will thereby be avoided.” 


BUYS A FLOATING DRY DOCK. 
Navy Department’s Acquisition ‘Will 
Be Sent to Key West at Once. 
Washington, July 25.—Chief Endicott, of 
the bureau of yards and docks, has just 
returned to the navy department from 
New York, where he succeeded in arrang- 
ing for the purchase by the government of 
a floating dry dock, a naval adjunct very 

much needed at this time. 

The dock is capable of lifting vessels up 
to 2,200 tons displacement, which will bring 
within its scope most of the gunboats of 
Sampson’s fleet and a large number of the 
auxiliary vessels. This dock is not section- 
al, but is one piece so that it may be easily 
towed to the point most available for naval 
use.

13th, it was estimatea that the promoters 
would have to stand a net loss’ of bes 
$4,000,000 to $5,000,000. No responsible boar 
of trade man placed it at more than ae 
latter figure, and even this was consider 
wildly excessive. The deal up to the a 
ginning of June had been phenomenally 
successful; wheat was selling at a big ad- 
vance, and the paper profits of the Leiters 
represented something like $4,500,000. How 
all this could be wiped out, and a loss of 
$5,000,000 more be sustained by a break 
which still left prices higher than they 
were when the deal was sinc puzzled 
he oldest and shrewdest of operators. 
«But, at any rate,” they said, “$5,000,000 
is a mere bagatelle to the Leiters. They'll 
square up and get cut of the market, and 
that will be the énd of it.’ 

Instead of doing :his, however, the Lei- 
ters hung on, despite a weak and dropping 
trade, and this occasioned still more sur- 
prise among the operators who thought 
they knew the whole inside history of the 
deal. Why the Leiters did so is just be- 
coming plain. The loss of $5,000,000 didn't 
worry them much, but there was a bigger 
fortune than this by nearly fourfold tied 
up in the transactioa and in danger of 
being swept away. 

It was to save $10,000,000 that the Leiters 
were battling and it looks now 4s if they 
would win out, thanks to their bulldog 
pluck and the father’s big real} esta-e 
holdings. How they came to be thus’ in- 
volved and the measures taken to extri- 
cate themselves make a chapter in specu- 
lative operations the like of which was 
never before written. 

L. Z. Leiter was-not known openly in the 
wheat deal, but he was the financial 
backer of his son, Joseph, from the start. 
The latter’s operations begun quietly in 
April, 1897, when wheat was selling at 70% 
cents, and by August of that year had 
reached a point which necessitated the 
use of large sums of money. Even mil-. 
lionaires run short of cash at times, and 
L. Z Leiter began to be a borrower at 
the banks. 

Bankers’ Began To Worry. 

At first his notes were taken without 
question, but as the deal went on and 
some $4,000,000 obtained in this way were 
tied up, bankers grew more careful and 
insisted upon having good collateral at- 
tached to all new notes. Handling wheat 
by millions of bushels, responding to mar- 
gin calls, paying carrying charges and 
meeting cost of export is no child’s ggme, 
and as the deal progressed gilt-edged se- 
cunities began to come out of the Leiter 
strong box and find their way into the 
banks as collateral for wheat carrying 
loans. 

Early in last June L. Z. Leiter did some 
rapid figuring, and found he had tied up 
in this way about $1%000,000 of his best 
secur;ty on which he and his son had re- 
ceived loans of $10,000,000. The market

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., July 2.—There are indications 
that there will be a pretty and interesting 
contest before the new commissioner of 
agriculture, Hon. O. B. Stevens, for the 
position of oil inspector at Macon. The 
office is now held by Mr. W. G. F. Price, 
who has been discharging the duties under 
Commissioner Nesbitt since March, 1ls9i, 
and his time will not expire until March 
of next year, but the contest is already 
on for the new term. It is understood 
that Mr. Price will be an applicant for 
reappointment, and Mr. Tom W. Loyless, 
editor of The Evening News, is regarded 
as his most formidable opponent. ‘here 
are several applicants for the place, but 
those in position to know say the contest 
is between Messrs. Price and Loyless. Mr. 
Price has certain strong local men behind 
him. Mr. Loyless is also strongly sup- 
ported, and during the recent campaign 
for the primary nomination Mr. Loyless 
zealously supported Colonel Stevens in 
The Macon Evening News. The office 
Pays about $1,200 per annum. 

Candidates are also appearing for the 
position of inspector of fertilizers in the 
Macon district, composed of several coun- 
ties. Mr. Terrell, of Meriwether, is the 
present inspector for the district. 

Congressman Bartlett. 

Hon. C. L. Bartlett, of Bibb, who has 
been renominated for congress from the 
gixth district, expects to make a thorough 
canvass of the district during the state 
campaign, and he intends to see to it that 
his district rolls up the largest majority 
of any district in Georgia for the state 
democratic ticket. He will speak in every 
county in the district, whether he has 
opposition or not. As usual, he intends do- 
ing his full duty to democracy. It is not 
known if the populists or republicans will , 
put out a candidate against him. But this 
does not matter, for Mr. Bartlett is stronger 
than ever in the sixth district, and will 
be re-elected by a large majority.

Men Well Equipped and Daily Im- 
proving in Drills. ’ 


COLONEL CANDLER AFTER EVIL DOERS 


Determined To Bring the Morals of His 
Regiment Up to a High Stand- 
ard—Boys in Fine Health. — 


Camp Northen, July 25.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Atkinson and his full staff reviewed 
the Third Georgia at dress parade this 
afternoon, while the newly organized reg- 
imental band furnished its first music. 
The parade was Mmagnticent ard the gov- 
ernor was greatly. pleased with the regi- 
ment. All of the men were attired in their 
new uniforms and carried the new Spring- 
field guns which Governor Atkinson has 
loaned to the federal government. There 
were about 750 soldiefs in the parade. 

The @¢vernor and staff came down on the 
afternoon train and rode over from Grif- 


fir on the horses which had been sent to 


meet the party. He arrived shortly be- 
fore the hour for parade ang after a few 
moments rest he, with Colonel Candler and 
the wovernor’s Staff, rode to the parade 
srouncs. Major Robert E, L, Spence wes 
in command of the men. It Was the first 
time the men had drilled together with 
their guns, but they showed up well. The 
diferent companies came | into parade 
formation in good style ang all did their 
Part well. The band, although new, 
Played well. All of the members of the 
Ofganization have had experience, and 
they make good music. 

The governor was agreeably surprised 
that the regiment has advanced so rapid- 
ly. He Jid not expect to find so many 
men in camp ang had no idea they were 
80 well equipped. He is determined td 
hasten the completion of the organization 
and has instructed all of the officers to 
make active efforts to quickly secure their 
full complement. 

Colonel Candler has’ taken vigorous 
measures to insure good moral conditions 
In the camp. He began by sending to jail 
Some dealers in whisky. The next step 
was to imprison some civilian gamblers 
who came to camp to gamble with the 
soldiers. As very few of the boys are in- 
clined to drinking or gambling, very little 
effort is required to keep the camp up to 
a highly moral standard. 

It’ has been intimated to the officers 
here that the Third Georgia will be mov- 
ed aS soon as organized. It will be sent 
to the Philippines in all probability. The 
regiment is now filling up faster than 
last week, and it will be only a short time 
before it is complete. 

Captain Davies's company is made up 
He has all the men necessary and nearly 
all are here and mustered in. Captain 
Davies spent Sunday in camp. He was 
éreatly gratified that not one of his men 
had backed down when lineg up to take 
the oath. This is remarkable because 
of the fact that in every other company 
s0Me men have backed, and in some com- 
panies as many as a dozen have Iost 
nerve. Colonel Bingham, .formerly a pro- 
fessor in the famous Bingham Military 
college, was here yesterday with Captain 
Davies. He was surprised to find the 
men here so well drilled. 

The health in camp continues excel- 
lent. There have been no cases of sick- 
ness and the hospital is still empty. The 
boys are all well pleased ang are writing 
home. for their friends to come.

WILL EMBARK AT NEWPORT NEWS 


General Wade, Who Is in Charge of the 
Camp at Chickamauga, Makes 
More Appointments. 


Chickamauga National “Military Park, 
Ga., July 25.—The expected movement of the 
Third brigade, First division, First corps, 
did not take place today. Colonel Lee, chief 
quartermaster, completed the details of the 
arrangements for raisway transportation 
before night and was awaiting the orders 
to move, which he expected from Washing- 
ton not later than tomorrow morning. As 
it looks tonight, the First Kentucky will 
get out tomorrow afternoon and the Fifth 
I!linois and the Third Kentucky will break 
camp Wednesday morning, the former go- 
ing out first. This brigade will go to the 
front under con.mand of General Fred 
Grant, who was recently transferred to the 
command of this brigade from a brigade 
in the Third corps. 

The Third battalion of the Sixteenth 
Pennsylvania infantry, which was recruited 
and sent here after the regiment left for 
Charleston, will go to Porto Rico, attached 
to the Fifth Illinois. 

The regiments of this brigade wi!l march 
to Rossville, where they will load. The 
route will be via the Cincinnati Southern 
and Chesapeake and Ohio, the same as the 
Second brigade took. 


How Brigade Is Made Up. 


The First Kentucky, commanded by Colo- 
nel J. B. Castleman, consists of 1,300 men 
and 49 officers. With this regiment will go 
the brigade headquarters and seven brigade 
officers, including General Grant. This reg- 
iment will require thirty-nine tourist sleep- 
ers, one palace stock car, seven ordinary 
stock cars, sixteen flat cars and fourteen 
box cars. 

The Fifth Illinois, commanded by Colonel 
Culver, consists of 1,252 men and 47 officers 
and 16 civilian employees, and will require 
thirty-nine tourist sleepers, six stock cars, 
fourteen flat cars and six box cars. 

The Pennsylvania battalion, commanded 
by Captain Cunningham, consists of 470 
ruen and 12 officers and will require one 
eleeper, fourteen tourist cars and one stock 
car, two flat ars and two box cars. 

The Third Kentucky, commanded by Colo- 
nel T. J. Smith, consists of 1,210 men, forty- 
seven officers, and carries with it sixteen 
civilian employees. It will require for its

Washington, July 25.—In ‘a dispatch to 
the war department tonight General Shaf- 
ter reports tiaat bout five hundred new 
cases of fever develaped in his corps at 
Santiago yesterday. This pumber includes, 
of ccurse, all classes of fevers, probably 

some cases of genuine yellow fever. 

Only one death is reported, that one be- 
ing from yellow fever S73 Co =» aammtew send 
ligence ‘s conveyed that the situation ts 
improving and that about four hundred and 
fifty who men have been ill have returned 
to duty. 

As heretofore indicated by General Shaf- 
ter and the meuical officers of his corps, 
the cases of ever are 0 a motably mild 
type. Tihe patients are ill from three days 
to a week and then return to duty quite 
as well as ever. The medical officers con- 
cur in the opinion that this fever renders , 
the men immune for the time at least to 
yellow fever. 

The question of returning a large part 
of General Shafters command to tls 
country for rest and recuperation was 
under consideration by the war officia.s, 
but the idea practically has been aban- 
doned, at least for the present, Those 
who are ill now or who have been exposed 
to the infection are isolated in detention 
camps and are not permitted to retumn to 
the main body of the troops until all dan- 
has been averted. Through the adoption 
of rigid sanitary precautions and careful 
attention to those who fall ill, it is @- 
pected that the fever will run its course 
in a comparatively brief time. yA

During the reconstruction period The 
Constitution on many occasions inform- 
ed the politicians on the other side that 
the southern people could stand any 
law that proved to be comfortable to 
the north. So during the financial dis- 
cussion it declared that if New England 
desired to aim a crushing blow at its 
chief industry, it could go ahead with 
the movement; that the interests of the

Well, the blow has fallen, and the 
end is not yet. The New England mills 
have reduced wages to the squalor 
mark, but that has not proved effective. 
By fits and starts they have reduced the 
output—they have had shut-downs, they 
have taken ‘recesses’ and “summer 
vacations,” and they have gone on half 
time—but all to no purpose. Demand 
refuses to materialize, prices will not lift 
above the level to which New England 
itself has doomed them. Far to the 
south old mills are putting in new ma- 
chinery, and increasing their plants, 
new mills are going up and all of them 
are running to their utmost capacity 
and paying large dividends, their op- 
eratives happy, contented and earning 
remunerative wages. 

It is clear that New England doesn’t 
know what to do about it. Her news- 
papers evade the truth, her oracles deny 
it. Having gone through a great cam- 
paign and spent millions to bring her 
chief industry low, the east is now like 
the boy the calf run over—willing to 
weep, but not ready to make an oration; 
“not killed outright, but terribly in need 
of a strong pair of “galluses,” and hop- 
ing that the calf will not come running 
through that lane again. 

It is tough news to impar® but the 
cotton industry of New England is not 
yet at the end of {ts troubles. It must 
adjust itself to all the conditions that 
the gold. standard involves. Dividends 
must be cut down; the genial stock- 
holder who had money to burn in be- 
half of “sound currency” will have to 
burn a good deal more on that altar.

Belligerent Correspondents. 

The story which @omes from Santiago 
about the conduct of certain newspaper 
correspondents is not one which can be 
read with relish by the respectable 
members of the profession.

has this confidence been violated that 
the gentlemen of the press have been 
accorded unusual facilitjes in almost 
every department of our government. 
The greatest possible compliment was 
paid to the press when, on the breaking 
out of the present war, the war depart- 
ment, itself, arranged for the comfort 
and the convenience of correspondents, 
giving them not only the protection of 
the government and access to all of its 
official news, but going farther and al- 
lowing them to mess with the officers fn 
the different commands, so that they 
might always be near their work.

That Delayed Answer. 

That delayed answer of President Mc- 
Kinley to the resolutions passed by the 
United Confederate Veterans at their 
reunion last week, was better late than 
never. 

‘While the south must be grateful to 
Mr. McKinley for his generous recogni- 
tion of its good intentions, it must be 
said that the correspondence of the 
white house is poorly handled. The fact 
that a telegram of such a character, 
from such a body, in such a time, should 
have beenecarelessly thrown aside and 
forgotten, is not one very creditable to 
the clerical force of the white house; 
and while “Mir. McKinley must be ex- 
cused from any thought of negligence in 
the- matter, it must be evident to him 
that he ought to make a change among 
the young men whose duty it is to re- 
ceive his mail. If they are in the habit 
of misplacing such important matters, 
leaving their chief to be jerked up by 
indignant inquiry several days after the 
reception of important communications, 
they will be likely to get 'the country 
into a great commotion some of these 
days. It may be that if it was the 
Grand ‘Army of the Republic which had 
passed these resolutions the telegram 
concerning them would have reached 
the white house with greater celerity— 
but then we cannot always account for 
negligent clerks, while we must admit 
the good intentions of the chief whose 
confidence is thus trifled with. But now, 
however, Mr. McKinley has seen fit, in 
sober and mature judgement, to answer 
the telegtam and to accept the resolu- 
tions of the United Confederate Vete- 
rans in the spirit in which they were 
passed, peace will hover again, and wé 
shall all rejoice over a reunited country, 
feeling hopeful that the next time a 
convention is held a more prompt tee- 
graphic system will be in existence.

Spain seems to be more afraid of 
peace than of war. ;

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It seems to be admitted that Govern- 
or Black has led the republican party 
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If Santiago had been wiped 
face of the earth during the recent bom- 
bardment it would thave been simply a+ 
just retribution. 

Perhaps a few readers of the present 
day still remember the horrible slaughter, 
of the members of the Masonic grand 
lodge which met in the Cuban city @ gen- 
eration ago. “ : 

The story excited the indignation of the 
civilized world at the time. It was re- 
garded as the blackest horror of the cen- 
tury and it did much to shape the public 
sentiment of Christian nations and array 
it against the cruel domination of Spain 
in the bountiful island which has so long 
been regarded as the most precious jewel in 
her crown. 


Thirty years ago, during the great in- 
surrection of the Cubans which lasted 
fully a decade, the Spanish authorities 
got the notion into their heads that the 
Masons were disloyal, and plotted treason 
in. their secret meetings. The grand lodge 
had been in the habit of holding its ses- 
sions at Santiago, and had never been dis- 
turbed by the military officials. 

Upon this occasion, however, it was 
rumored that there was trouble in store 
for the members of the order, and they 
learned that they would be arrested. It 
wag said that the soldiers had been or- 
dered to burn the building and its inmates 
if they were resisted. 

Under the circumstances these peaceful 
and law abiding Masons decided to have no 
secret session. They held a social re- 
union with open doors. ' 

Without any warning a crowd of soldiers 
rushed into the hall, and with drawn sabers 
and fixed bayonets arrested the members 
of the lodge. The prisoners were told 
that they would be sent to Havana for 
trial, but notwithstanding this promise 
they were roused from their sleep at day- 
break the next morning, and marched out- 
side of the city’s walls and shot. 


But the worst was to come. The wives 
and childreh of the murdered Masons were 
tried before a courtmartial for ‘reason. 
They were convicted; their property was 
cenfiscated and they were forbidden ito 
leave the province. At the same time it 
was made a penal offense for any persou 
to aid these unfortunates. 

Without shelter, food or money, “these 
helpless people fled to the forests, where 
they Jived together and became ome com- 
mon family, The women and children 
were forced to endure the most barbarous 
persecution, and they were frequently 
falsely charged with robbing in order to 
afford the Spaniards the excking and amus- 
ing —e of a chase with savage blood- 
hounas. 


From time to time in those days the 
newspapers hinted at these atrocities, but 
the outside world did not interfere and the 
Spanish butghers had it all their own 
way. 

A few weeks after the massacre of the 
Masons the widow of one of the victims 
who was about to become a mother was 
charged with robbery and hunted down 
by a gang of brutal soldi2rs. 

There was no evidence against the wo- 
man. In fact, there had been no robbery. 
The victim was. placed between two pine 
boards, and a big, heavy soldier sat down 
on the prisoner, taking good care to make 
his weight felt as much as possible. This 
was done to force a confession. 

The tortured thing died without com- 
fessing, and her dead body was left in the 
wcods, where it was partially devcured cy 
dogs. Similar outrages were committed 
until comparatively few of the fugitives 
in the forests'were left alive. 


Of the 300 driven into the woods at the 
time of the massacre only farty or fifty 
were living in 1874. Starvation and expos- 
ure killed some, but others: were murdered, 
or 80 mangled by bloodhounds that their 
remains could not be identified. 

The execution of the captured crew of the 
Virginius made the Spaniards more blood- 
thirsty than ever. One night the. officers and 
me nof the Tornado celebrated their tri- 
umph, and they drank brandy until they 
were like madmen. Something was said 
about the widows and daughters of the Ma- 
sons who were hiding in the woods, and 
the revelers got ready for a grand hunt 
by torchlight. 


At midnight the drunken ruffians 
Started out with their torches and hounds. 
The authorities knew what might 
be expected, but they never rasied a hand. 
Some of the Spanish residents joined the 
sailors and soldiers, and the, savages rush- 
ed out of the city with blood-curdling yells 
and whoops. 

At that time there were no yellow jour- 
nals, and newspaper correspondents were 
not, as a rule, recruited from Bedlam. Th 
will explain why the brief accounts of the 
affair in those days lacked the vivid de- 
scriptive touches which would be given to 
such a story now. 

The morning after the hunt groups of 
staggering murderers roamed up and down 
the streets of Santiago, boasting of their 
deeds the night before, 

These monsters seemed to feel pride and 
pleasure in their murderous carnival, and 
they were never weary of the subject. 
Some of them admitted that they had 
hunted down women and ten-year-old girls 
and subjected them to such frightful vio- 
lence as to cause their death. 


According to an old newspaper narrative 
of the tragedy, the American consul at 
Santiago, who was a Mason, proceeded 
with a party of men to the waods, the 
next morning, to see what could be done to 
heip the sufferers. ; 

He had nine of the murdered women and 
children decently buried. The few who 
survived would have been better off dead. 
Seven were suffering from outrages which 
eannot be described. 

One girl had her entire breast bitten off, 
and one had been choked to death in the 
iron grip of a ruthless soldier. 

The consul] returned sick at heart, real- 
izing his utter inability to do anything. 

Many Masons throughout the world have 
fondly hoped that Santiago would some day 
suffer for her part in this crime without a 
parallel. They wanted to hear of the city’s 
complete destruction by our siege guns, 
They wanted this foul stronghold of Span- 
ish tyranny blotted from the map. 

All this is natural, and yet it is unrea- 
sonable. Perhaps not one of the red-hand- 
ed butchers of thirty years ago 6 ROW liv- 
ing in Santiago. 

The survivors are probably scattered over 
many quarters of the globe. Justice may 
not have overtaken them yet. but their 
time will come. If they escape in this 
world, they will surely suffer in the next,

When 
asked what he intended tu do, the old man 
said he did not think he would néed any 
money, as he had heard that everything 
was free. There were dozens of cases of 
this character.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


The Third Regiment Battle Flag. 

Editor Constitutton—In mentioning the 
various old battle flags in the procession 
on Friday tast, I see your reporter fatled to 
see one that was there. I account for this 
on the ground that its survivors; are but 
few, and there is but little left of the old 
flag. I allude to that of the Third Georgia, 
Ambrose Ransom Wright’s old regiment— 
a regiment, the flower of Georgia’s noble 
sons, men that Generals D. H. Hill, A. P. 
Hill, James Longstreet, our own: Gordon 
and the matchless R. E. Lee were proud of, 
and so often complimented. The regiment 
was enlisted April, 1861, with A. R. Wright 
colonel commanding; surrendered at Appo- 
mattox, 18665. 

Its first conquest in war was that of the 
‘transport boat Fannie in Albemarle sound, 
carrying clothing and provisions to the 
Twentieth Indiana regiment at Chicama- 
comic island. There the boys supplied 
themselves with a blue overcoat each. 

Its first baptism of blood Was on the 
same island, landing in the camps of the 
Twentieth Indiana regiment, capturing 
their entire camp equipage and driving 
this regiment back to Hatteras lighthouse, 
under cover of their gumboats and fortified 
towns. ‘Our loss, one man from fatigue on 
the chase. 

The second fight was at South Mill locks, 
on the Dismal swamp canal. The federals 
call it Sawyer’s Lane. There six compan- 
ies, about 400 strong, met Reno's brigade, 
3,000 strong. With the protection of noth- 
ing but a skirt of woods, we held them in 
dheck for four hours, night coming on. Our 
loss in killed and wounded was not great. 
I was informed by this same federal officer 
their loss in kiied and wounded was more 
than one-half their command, and the 
demoralization was so great they were 
forced to return to their transports at 
Camden courthouse. 

We were at this time a part of Blanch- 
ard’s brigade. I don’t know, but I suspect 
this fight gave “Old Rance,’’ as we used 
to call him, a brigadier’s commission over 
the Second Georgia dattalion, Third, 
Forty-eighth and Twenty-second Georgia 
regiments. As a fighting brigade, it was 
well known in Virginia, and since the 
sixties I have learned it was equally well 
known on the federal side. 

Without dwelling too long, I will say 
that this old flag was the guiding star for 
the regiment at Seven Pines, Seven-day 
fight around Richmond, Malvern Hil, 
Second Manassas, Fredericksburg, Ohan- 
cellorsville, the Wilderness, Sharpsburg, 
Cedar Run, Petersburg, over the works at 
Gettysburg July 2d, where several of us 
spiked their guns with sticks; at the 
Crater, where J. K. Wright, captain of 
company D, informed General Mahone we 
would retake the line or h—i would be a 
frozen island before night. ‘ 

We did retake it, and “Old J. K.’’ is still 
with us. At Appomattox, Bob Bagley (no- 
ble, kind-hearted old fellow), our color 
bearer, tore the flag from the staff, placing 
it in his bosom, and brought it back to us.

CAPTURE OF STONEMAN > 
BY GENERAL IVERSON 


Mrs, Julia Iverson Patton, of this city, 
furnishes for publication the following - 
unofficial report of Genera! Iverson, de- 
scribing his capture of General Stone- 
man. It will be of special interest at’ this 
time. The report proceeds: 

The day after the battle of Atlanta, 
when General Hardee attacked the left 
wing of the United States army, General 
Sherman retired his forces and the con- 
federate cuvairy under General Whecler 
was following up the movement, when 
my scouts brought word that a large 
force of federal cavalry was marching to- 
ward Covington. General Wheeler, whom 
I found and gave this information, order- 
€d me to take my division, consisting of 
Georgia and Alabama brigades of caval- 
ry, Butler’s Kentucky brigade and White's 
battery, and go after them. Getting the 
troops together I started at once. Just 
at nightfall, at Snapping Shoals, I found 
a heavy force posted in front which prov- 
ed to be Garrard with three brigades of 
United States cavalry maskihg Stone- 
man’s march towards Covington. Genc- 
ral Wheeler, coming up with Kelly's and 
Humes’s division, and hearing from my-. 
Scouts that there was still a heavy force 
e€0ing toward Covington, ordered me to 
take my command more round Garrard 
and go after Stoneman. It was agreed 
that my route should be by way of Mc- 
Donough to intercept any move upon the 
road from Macon to Atlanta, or to fall on 
Stoneman if he went on the other side of 
the Ocmulgee toward Macon. At Me- 


. Donough scouts reported Stoneman going 


from Covington to Macon.

I could see the lights of burning facto- 
ries far down the river. I moved by night 
across the three rivers forming the Oc- 
on 
the Covington and Hilsboro road. I gtop- 
ped at one of his cavalry brigade camps 
and counted the feeding places, which I 
found to be about 800. Knowing that he 
had three brigades, I estimated his force 
at 2.400. He told me afterwards that he 
had 2,300 men. My force was about 1,300. 
I took dinner at Hilsboro with Colonel 
Bartlett and learned that Stoneman had 
only two pieces of artillery to my four. 
Throwing forwarg@ numerous select and 
rapid fire scouts, I continued on toward 
Macon. Arriving at Mr. Joseph White's, 
about four miles from Clinton and near’? 
Sunshine church, scouts came in report=% 


_Ing that Stoneman was coming in my di- ‘ 
and—— 


rection back from Macon. I halted 
waited to find out whether he intended 
to attack me by developing through Clin- 
ton or would try to get round by way of 
Eatonton. As soon as I discovereg that 
he had committed his forces on the road 
to me, I sent forward Allen’s Alabama 
brigade with White’s battery to fight him 
all night, and to fall back slowly to me, 
and then went into camp with the rest 
of the troops. At daylight moved a mile 
to Allen’s position at the forks of the 
road, which led to Eatonton. Took po- 
sition on high ground in rear of Allen; put 
battery in place; threw up rail  breast- 
works across the road and fields. As 
soon as that was done, drew Allen’s bri- 
gade back and _ sent it round to the left 
with instructions to fall upon Stoneman’s 
right flank. At the same time Major 
Stewart, commanding I. W. Avery's 
Fourth Georgia cavalry, was detached to 
go round to the right and come on Stone- 
man’s rear on the Clinton road, throwing 
out pickets as he passed to fire into the 
enemy. and confuse him as much as pos- 
sible.

Thus was Stoneman with 2,300 men com- 
passed by 1,300. He was in the woods and 
dense pine thickets, we on the high open 
ground. Assoon as his column debouched 
from the woods at the fork of the road 
and he observed the breastworks in his 
front, he brought up his two pieces of 
artillery and opened fire. I directed Ma- 
jor White to silence his guns, which he 
did in a few minutes. I o bserveg that 
the drift of Stoneman’s skirmishers was 
taward my right flank, opposite the Geor- 
gia brigade, commandeg by Colonel C. 
C. Crews. I rode up to him and said: 
“The enemy is about to attack us here. 
Suppose you take the start and face him 
before he is ready.” “All right,” he re- 
plied, “if you say so.” I told him if he 
drove them I would advance Butler’g bri- 
gade, but if he could not 4o go he should 
come back to the breastworks 
held by Butler and White. He 
ng forward and inten minutes 
ad struck a flerce and d . 
ing everything before pt sag: Aig Bh ...: 
general, Henry Lanier, whom, at his own 
request, I had allowed to go along, was 
mortally wounded at this point. I imme- 
diately advanced Butler’s brigade. In a 
short time a message came from Crews 
that he had@ driven the enemy to the top 
of a commanding hil, and feareg he could 
not carry the position. I closed Butler up 
with him and sent word to Allen to leave 
one regiment and to come back with his 
brigade. This took several hours. In the 
meantime the enemy occupied himself 
shelling the woods. Indications showed 
that Stoneman was posted from his hill on 
the road across my left front through the 
pine thickets. Placing the Alabama pbro- 
gade in his front, I summoned the chief 
officers to the fork of the road.

department, Atlanta is one, and this fact 
will probably be a large source of revenue 
to the merchants of this city.

ment of a condition that was thought by 
the war department to already exist, as 
Atlanta is declared the most important 
depot for obtaining food supplies, with the 
exception of New York, Chicago and S8t. 
Louis. 

These cities optrank Atlanta, but in pro- 
portion to ‘her size, she is undoubtedly the 
most important depot, and from this city 
and the three others mentioned will go the 
bulk of the supplies for the vast army 
now in the United States. 

The supplies for the army consists in the 
main of cereals and meats, while other 
foods are purchased at all times. The 
merchants of this city have already done 
a@ great deal toward supplying the army 
within the territory of the department of 
the gulf, and every month local bids are 
placed in the hands of local army officials. 

In the order issued yesterday at army 
headquarters, Colonel Dra chief com- 
missary of subsistence, United States vol- 
unteers, is assigned to the duty of pur- 
chasing and shipping subsistence supplies 
from Atlanta to the army.

QUEER CASE AT THE HOSPITAL. 


Deaf Mute Mack Woodsides Is Cured, 
but Insists on Making Hospital 
His Home. 


The superintendent of the Grady hos- 
pital is in a quandary about a patient who 
has been cured and who refuses to leave. 

This patient is no other than the noted 
deaf mute, Mack Woodsides. Mack re- 
turned to Atlanta from the asylum for 
deaf miites about three weeks ago, and at 
the time was quite ill. He was taken to the 
Grady hospital, where he received the ten- 
derest care, being accorded many special 
privileges on account of his affliction. 

Three or four days ago the boy was pro- 
nounced sufficiently well to go to this home. 
He was told in writing that as a patient 
he was tlismissed. This made no difference, 
whatever, for he continued to stay at the 
hospital. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Brewster, the 
superintendent, sent word to the _ boy’s 
mother that she must take him away. The 
woman came in a hack and it was thought 
the strange patient was out of the way. 
Two hours later Mack walked into the 
hospital, and went straight to the dining 
room, it being the dinner hour, and ate 
very heartily. He showed very plainly that 
he meant to stay where he was.

Last night Mack was sleeping véry com- 
fortably at the hospital. Dr. Brewster 
said, when speaking about the matter: 

“IT am certainly in a quandary. J don’t 
know what to do.

It is probable that during the next few 
days definite orders on the subject will be 
issued and until then nothing can be stat- 
ed positively, It is the consensus of opin- 
ion, however, that Austell will be the site. 

There are now over 2,000 recruits en- 
camped on the government reservation at 
Fort McPherson. These men are well fed 
ani cared for ang have eyery comfort pos. 

But despite this 
a number of them have become ill. The 
worst discase with which the officers of 
the hospital have had to contend is 
meas!es. 

For a time quite a number of patients 
suffering with that trouble were found 
but the prompt acticn taken by the hospi- 
tal physicians had its effect and the dis- 
ease Was stamped out. Several days ago, 
however, it reappeured and during the 


‘intervening time fourteen cases have been 


found. 

A large number of cases of typhoid fever 
have been brought to the post hospital 
from Tampa and Chickamauga, and it is 
feared that these patients will endanger 
the health of the 3,000 men at the garrison. 
Two deaths occurred yesterday in the 
hospital.

Last week Sam Clark, a young negro boy 
who is not more than ten yeans old, told a 
group of white boys about his own age 
that they did not know what fun was until 
they had set a house on fire and watched 
it burn up. He delineated the sensations 
of pleasure that come to the youthful 
firebug, when he is engaged in his mischief, 
with a great relish, and gave thém to un- 
derstand that although he had set several 
dwellings on fire recently, that he by no 
means had enough of it, and proposed to 
accept his next opportunity with delight. 

In the crowd of eager listeners was the 
son of Assistant Fire Chief Cummings, 
who had heard his father speak of the 
peculiar fires on Loyd street, and he at 
once came to the conclusion that his en- 
certainer was the cause of them. He ran 
home and told his father the tale he had 
just heard from the little negro, and in a 
short time the self-admitted firebug was in 
the bands of the police. Ihe evidence 
brought out yesterday in corroberation 
of the statement of the defendant, showed 
that young Clark had been seen at all the 
fires of questionabie origin on Loyd street 
recently, and’ that he had offered to do 
nothing to aid the firemen in their work.

A MORSEL OF FOOD 


Professor Thomas A. Loomis Is a Victim 
of Circumstances. 


A PRISONER IN POLICE COURT 


He Tells How He Had To 
Starve to Death. 


Beg or 


WAS TOLD TO 60 AND NOT GIVE UP 


He Dared Not Face His Lanilady. 
Sunday Found Him, Homeless 
and Hungry. 


¢ 
POOR ARTIST, once gifted and tal- 
A ented, stood a prisoner in the police 
court yesterday afternoon to face 
the charge of begging a morse] of food to 
keep from starving to death. He was a 
victim of circumstances pure and simple, 
and his story makes some very remarkable 
and at the same time interesting reading. 

Sunday about noon Professor Thomas A. 
Loomis slipped sheepishly into the back 
yard of Dr. J. D. Turner, No. 8 Cone 
street, and timidly asked the cook for 
something to eat. 

He might have secured ‘the food, and fate 
once more bridged him over a chasm in 
life’s rough road, if he thad not been fol- 
lowed by a Nemesis in the shape of a son 
of his former landlady, to whom he owed 
a board bill. As it was, an officer was 
called, and the hungry professor was locked 
up in the city prison. 

Yesterday afternoon Professor Loomis 
was arraigned before the recorder. The 
son of his former landlady told the follow- 
ing story: 

“This man came to board with my 
mother, who is a poor widow, and he 
promised to pay her Saturday uight. Sun- 
day he disappeared, with this bill unpaid. 
I saw him Sunday about nvon, and fol- 
lowed him. He went into a thouse to beg, 
and I had him arrested.”’ 

Dr. Turner’s cook stated that the poor 
professor did ask her to give him some- 
thing to stay his hunger. 

“Let me say a word,” pleaded the pro- 
fessor, as he looked beseechiugly through 
his eyeglasses. 

“You can say all you wish to,’’ he savas 


* told, and he said: 


“God knows, judge, I do not wish to beat 
anybody out of what I owe them. I came 
here eleven months ago from Nashville 
for the purpose of giving lessons in the 
art of painting. I found times, oh! so 
hard. I lived from hand to mouth. Last 
Saturday I was at my rope’s end. Two 
pupils had promised to pay me, and they 
failed to do so. I could not face my land- 
lady, and so I wandered about the streets 
Saturday night. Sunday found me hungry 
and thomeless, and I did not have a cent 
in my pockets. It was either starve or 
beg, and I begged. What pride I had to 
bury only the good God will ever know. Is 
it a crime for a man to ask a brother to 
give him a morsel of food when he is hun- 
gry? I do not drink nor gamble. I have 
never wasted a cent I have earned. It 
lhas only been the cruel circumstances of 
life, for I have done my best.” 

The professor spoke with tears in his 
eyes, and the recorder and everybody else 
in the courtroom believed what he said. 

‘You are a poor victim of circumstance,” 
remarked the recorder, “and if I had been 
in your fix I would have begged tod. Now 
I am going to let you go. Try once more 
to make a living, and when you have made 
the money, pay what you owe. Call upon 
the widow and tell her all you have stated

Aluminum Shoes for Colvary Horses.

Russia has tried experiments with alum- 
inum shoes for cavalry horses. A few 
horses in the Finland dragoons were shod 
with one aluminum shoe and three iron 
shoes each, the former being on the fore- 
foot in some cases, and on the hind foot in 
others, The experiment lasted six weeks, 
and showed that the aluminum shoes last- 
ed longer and preserved the foot better 
than the iron ones, 


Cost of Firing Big Guns. , 


From 8t. Louts Glohe-Democrat. 

A correspondent calculates that since the 
estimate for the cost of firing a round 
from a big modern gun is $1,000, and 1,500 
shots were fired at the forts of Santiago in 
one day, the bombardment cost the coun- 
try $1,500,000. This calculation is defective. 
The figure, $1,000, applied only to the 
thirceen-inch guns. The cost of firing the 
eight and six-inch guns would be much 
less. The 1,100-pound cast steel shell of a 
thirteen-inch gun used against armored 
battleships, costs about $500. The ordinary 
shell, fired at unarmored ships and forts, 
costs much less. Of course the 500 pounds 
of powder behind the shell enters into the 
reckoning; but the remainder of the $1,000 
is obtained by dividing up the original cost 
of the gun between the theoretical number 
of discharges which it could bear. In the 
British navy, where huge guns, after about 
100 dischanges, begin to sag at the muzzle, 
the calculation was fairly accurate, but 
since our guns show an entirely different 
‘‘life,”’ the figures will stand some revis- 
ion. 


United States Feeding the World. 


From Saturday Eventing Post. 

The Post has shown that in the fiscal 
year ended June 2th, the export of articles 
manufactured in the United States nat only 
exceeded in value those of the preceding 
year, but that for the first time in the 
history of the country they exceeded the 
imports of manufactures. Precisely the 
Same may be said, also, concerning our 
agricultural industry, In 1892, when the 
country In many respects reached the high 
water mark of prosperity, the exports of 
agricultural products aggregated in valus 
over $799,000,000. In the fiscal year just 
ended the exports passed the $800,000,000 
mark and incomplete reports indicated 
that they would reach $835,000,000. 

Never before did the exports reach $800,- 
000,000, and only twice did they amount 
to $700,000,000. In a single year the exports 
of these products increased about $150,000,- 
000 in value, the increase in breadstuffs 
alone being more than $100,000,000, The ex- 
ports of wheat more than doubled in value 
in comparison with the exports for the 
previous year, and the increase in flour 
and corn was nearly & per cent each.

Contributory Negligence. 
From Railway World. 

Edwin S. Piper, in a suit brought in the 
supreme court, in Brooklyn, against the 
New York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road Company, for ddiidges for personal 
injuries received Dy him in January, 1892, 
while a passenger upon one of its trains, 
was awarded judgment in his favor. which 
two years later was affirmed by the late 
general term. The court of appeais re- 
cently ordered a reversal and a new trial. 
While in a_veetibule car on a train from 
Albany to New York, Mf. Piper, after be- 
ing awakened by a porter about 6 v’clock 
in the morning, started, partly dressed, to- 
ward the men’s closet. He reached for 
the handie of the closet door and immedi- 
ately fell off the car upon the track, where 
he was picked up, suffering from a frac- 
tured leg. He had@ opened the vestibuié 
door by mistake. Judge Gray, giving the 
unanimous opinion of the court of appeais, 
held that if a“passenger has the right to 
assume that the rule requiring the vesti- 
bule doors of a moving sleeping car to be 
bolted. has been observed, it does not fol- 
low that he has a right to grope about in 
the dark without fear of consequences, and 
that w@ether in so doing he. acted as a 
prudent man was for the jury to say. If 
in undertaking to go into the closet during 
a morgsntary darkness, he proceeded with- 
out hesitation and by mistake opened the 
vestibule door instead of the closet doc® 
and without noticing the difference between 
the actual and the supposed situation, 
walked off the moving train and was in- 
jured, he was guilty of contributory negli- 
gence, as a matter of law. 


Double-Decked Street Cars. 


There is a great economic advantage in 
the construction and arrangement of the 
‘‘double-deckers,”” so common on European 
street railways. They not only carry dou- 
ble the passengérs, but are available for 
all kinds cf weather. It is surprising that 
these convenient cars. have not been 
adopted in this country. The ullman 
company has been experimenting and have 
produced a car which is claimed to meet 
the requirements of our climate and other 
conditions and which is described as fol- 
lows: 

“Length over silis is 34 feet; length over 
all, 36 feet 8 inches. Width over sills, 7 feet; 
width over all, 7 feet 11% inches; height. 
13 feet 6 inches: seating capacity, 36 in 
lower compartment and 44 on upper deck. 
The car is constructed of steel throughout, 
with moldings, window sash, sash rests, 
etc. of quartered oak. The electrica] equip- 
ment consists of four Westinghouse motors, 
which are rated at 4 horse power each. 
thereby giving 160 horse Dower; we find 
upon operating the car, however, that two 
of these motors are ample. Both lower 
compartments and upper deck are wired 
for electric bells; no bell cords are used, as 
passengers communicate with conductor 
by means of push buttons, and the condue- 
tor in turn. signals the motorman in the 
same manner. The car is lighted with thirty 
incandescent lamps, half of this number 
upstairs and the others below, in the com- 
partments and vestibule.” —

Mr. W. W. Brigg was found dead in his 
bed yesterday morning by ‘this wife at his 
He had expired 
during the night from rheumatism of the 
heart, without pain or suffering, and made 
mo alarm to awaken any one. 

His sudden death is a severe shock to 
the family. He leaves a widow and daugh- 
ter. The funeral services will be held at 
the residence at 3 o’clock this afternoon, 
and the interment will be in Westview. 

He was seventy-six years of age. He 
was apprenticed fm 1834 as a gentleman's 
son in England to the textile business for 
séven years, and although his parents paid 
a premium of £500 for him, and fed and 
clothed him during his apprenticeship, he 
worked assiduously in every department of 
the factory, made himself master of every 
branch, and as soon as ‘his seven years 
had expired, was appointed superintendent 
of the entire’ establishment. 

When a young man the came to this 
country and engaged in the same business. 
He was for nearly six years the manager 
of the Pemberton mills, in Massachusetts, 
then the largest mills in this country, ata 
salary of $7,500 per annum, He changed 
the financial condition of that firm from 
an annual loss of 25 per cent of its capital 
to a net gain of 25 per cent, and then left 
the firm to engage in the business on his 
own account. He made money rapidly. He 
patented several excellent inventions, in- 
cluding an augur bit, an atmospheric 
churn and two or three improvements on 
cotton gin brushes, from which he amass- 
ed two large fortunes, but lost them after 
retiring by unfortunate, investments. 

He was the first man to discover the 
utility of applying steam to moisten and 
toughen the cotton before spinning, and 
today there are numerous patents on 
anatomizers, humidifiers and other inven- 
tions on the same principle. 

Several years ago he came south, and as 
a result of long observation and study, he 
introduced a method of ginning damp cot- 
ton, an achievement never before attained, 
and up ‘to the time of his death he was 
engaged upon the introduction of improved 
methods to accomplish this, by which he 
derfnstrated that he could not only gin 
wet, frosted or unripe cotton, but increase 
the weight and selling value from $3 to $5

This May Indicate That Yellow Fever 
Has Been Discovered at That

Instructiong issued from the department 
of the gulf yesterday morning direct that 
the troops remain for the present at Key 
West (barracks. 
for this, but it is presumed either that the 
government no longer fears an epidemic of 
yellow fever at. that place or that one 
has already started, and the officials de- 
sire to confine the disease to the post. 

The department several days ago ordered 
that all troops be withdrawn at once from 
the barracks and the reason given was 
that it was feared that yellow fever would 
break out at Key West on account of 
the prevalence of the scourge among the 
troops at Santiago. 

Several companies of the Third Texas 
volunteer infantry are at present sta- 
tioned at Key West, having taken the 
Places of the companies of the Fifth in- 
fantry. The order assigning Major Alfred 
W. Drew, Third Texas volunteer infantry, 
to St. Simon’s island, Georgia, issued a 
number of days ago, was revoked yes- 
terday and the following order issued in 
regard to the station on the island: 

‘In accordance with instructions from 
the war department to withdraw the gar- 
rison from Fort Jefferson, Florida, Major 
William A. Taylor, and company G (La- 
powski's),.Third Texas volunteer infantry, 
will proceed with the least practicable de- 
lay to St. Simon's island, Georgia, for sta- 
tion at that point. The necessary trans- 
portation will be provided under direction 
of the chief quartermaster of the depart- 
ment. All public property at the post will 
be disposed of under direction of the chiefs 
of the different staff departments at these 
headquarters. The ordnance and Ordnance 
stores will be left al the post under charge 
of the ordnance sergeant.”’ 

The following order was issued yester- 
day in regard to Acting Assistant Surgeon 
E, P. Howell, United States army, recent- 
ly appointed from Atlanta: 

‘Upon recommendation of the chief sur- 
geon of the department, Acting Assistant 
Surgeon E. P. Hewell, United States army, 
now at the camp at Waco, will proceed 
to Fort McPherson, Georgia, and report 
to the commanding oricer of the general 
hospital for duty.

RECRUIT ATTEMPTED TO STEAL 


One of the Braves from the Fort Tried

A recruit at the barracks by the name of 
Jim Clarke, who has been in the city some 
days waiting for orders to join his regi- 
ment, recently became dissatisfied with 
the salary pdid him by Uncle Sam, and 
devised a scheme to enrich his purse with- 
out giving up his place in the army. 

On the charge of attempt to commit 
larceny he was arraigned in Judge 
Foute’s court yesterday morning, and the 
evidence brought out against him showed 
that last Saturday he went into a bicycle 
shop on Peachtree street and proposed to 
rent a wheel from the owner.

The recruit attempted little defense in 
the trial, and was bound over under the 
law provided in section 1040 of the code, 
making an attempt to commit a larceny 
punishable in this state.

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| SCHOOLS NERDED 


Report of Superintendent Slaton Says 
More Schools Are Badly Needed. 


MANY TEACHERS ‘TRANSFERRED 


Bids for School Supplies Have Been | 


Received and Passed on by Board. 


CITY BOOK SELLERS ASKED TO CUT PRICES 


Many Applications Received for Seats 
in Schools, Which Will, in All 
Probability, Be Crowded. 


TMANTA needs more gchools,”’ gaye 
Major W. F. Slaton, superintendent 
of public schools, “and she needs 


them badly.” 

In his report to the board of education 
Saturday, ‘Major Slaton explained more ful- 
ly the needs of the city in the way of 
schools, and says it will be necessary to 
build at least three six-grade schools for 
white children and two negro schools. 

Last year all the schools in the city were 
badly crowded and many children were un- 
able to secure seats until the term was 
well advanced, and it is expected that the 
rush for seats this year will be fully as 
great as that of last year. If such is the 
case, there will be many children unable 
to find accommodations in the schools in 
their districts and the need of more schools 


will be felt. 

Application for seats are already being 
made, and other applications will no doubt 
come with a rush next month. In a num- 
ber of the grammar schools full classes 
were promoted in June to the grades above, 
and consequently when the schools open in 
September for the fall term, these higher 
grades will be full and thare will be little 
or nochance for new applicants securing 
seats in those grades. 

Bids for fuel and other school supplies 
have been submitted to the board of edu- 
cation and passed upon by that body. The 
successful bidders have been notified and 
many have already commenced filling con- 
tracts. Some time ago the board addressed 
letters to the city book sellers asking for 
bids on schooflbooks for the course of study 
for the new term and nearly all responded, 
and these bids were considered at the buvar’ 
meeting Saturday afternoon, but the result 
will mot be made public for several days 
yet. 

Last year books that cost 80 cents at 
wholesale were sold to the schoo] children 
for $1, and the book dealers have been 
asked to cut this per cent in profit down 
some, and it is probable that they will 
do so. 

At the meeting of the boarg Saturday a 
number of teachers were transferred from 
different schools and assigned to positions 
in other grades and schools. This was done 
by mutual arrangement among the teach- 
ers and the changes are as follows: “Mrs. 
lL. R. Sams, principal, Formwalt Street 
School; Miss C. L. Foute, assistant princi- 
pal, Ivy Street school; ‘Miss Field, assist- 
ant principal, Formwalt Street school: Miss 
Minnie Quinn, seventh grade, Ivy Street 
school; Mrs. W. P. Davis, eighth grade, 
Crew Street school; Miss Carrie Billard, 
fourth grade B, Crew Street school; Miss 
Annie B, Gilbert, fifth grade <A, Crew 
Street school; Miss Ruth Waters, second 
grade A, Crew Street school: Miss Eddie 
Hardwick, fourth grade, Ira Street school. 

At the meeting of the board of education 
to be held the first Saturday in,August the 
course of studies will be discussed and a 
suitable course for the new term will then 
be adopted. 

The report of Major W. F. Slaton is as 
follows: 

“To the ‘Board of Education—Gentlemen: 
When the school closed in June there had 
been enrolled since the ist of January up to 
that time 11,739 children. The average daily 
attendance in the schools @uring the above 
mentioned time wag 9,841, which is 260 more 
than the average attendance for the entire 
scholastic year of 1897. The per cent of at- 
tendance during the spring term of 1898 
was good, and the health of the schools 
excellent. There were fewer cases of con- 
tagious diseases from January to June, 
1898, among the public school children than 
I have ever known. The unusually large 
enroliment for the first term of 1898 pre- 
dicts an overflow for the second term. It 
will be a question for yow gentlemen, to 
meet—the accommodation of the children 
in September. The greatest demand for 
seats will be, of course, in the primary 
grades, but the grammar grades in some 
of the schools, notably the fifth at Fair, 
the seventh at Crew, the seventh at Walk- 
er, the fifth, seventh and eighth at Ca)}- 
houn, and possibly the fifth at West End, 
will undoubtedly have more pupils than 
can be seated. 

“Th o schools have been overrun 
for veral years, and there are in the 
Houston Street school district alone a suf- 
ficient number of children to till two six- 
teen-room buildings. This cannot be reme- 
died, of course, unless the city council sees 
fit at some time to increase the school ap- 
propriations. 

“There has been expended for public 
schools since January, 1898, $81,875.06 of the 
$142,345 appropriated by the city council 10Fr 
the maintenance of the schools for the fis- 
cal year 1898. The average cost per pupil 
frum January to June, 189, was $6.97.

‘I believe that [ can improve our sys- 
tem of semi-annual promotions, having 
given the subject a great deal of study, and 
I wish to discuss my p for improving 
the same at an early date. I am willing to 
guarantee success in this line, if allowed to 
conduct the promotions according to my 
ideas. - 

‘There have been 134 new tickets issued 
since the ist of July for the fal) terms. 

“T received a check from the state school 
commissioner on the 20th of July to the 
amount of $11,019.98 for the second quarter, 
1888, state school fund. 

“The course of study is bet prepared 
and will be completed in good time. 

“At a more convenient time, I shall make 
a more exhaustive .report upon the condi- 
tion of the schools and general outlook for 
the panes of the year.

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Opposition ‘Was Offered to Incorpora- 
tion, but the Establishment of a 


School Was Agreeable to All. 


A meeting of the residents of Edgewood 
and surrounding community was held last 
night to discuss’ the feasibility of getting 
@ charter ef incorporation for the neigh- 
borhood. About twenty citizens amd free- 
helders were present at the meeting and 
the question was discussed on »oth sides. 
The prime object of the meeting was to 
adopt a plan by which a graded echool 
similar to those of Atlanta can be estab- 


‘lished. The prevailing opinion was that 


this could best be done by incorporatmg 
the community and raising the necessary 
money for the establishment and mainte- 
nance of a school by taxation. 

The majority favored incorporation, and 
every ome favored the project to establish 
a school. Some objection was made to 
the method of incorporation and a com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate the 
best plan and report back to a mass meet- 
ing of the people what the committee 
thinks will be the most practical thing to 
do to accomplish the end in view. 

Mr. W. O. Foote presided over the meet- 
ing and stated “that the object was to 
learn if the majority of people favored 
a school for the community, It was unani- 
mously the sentiment of the people that a 
school would be a good thing: The next 
question before the meeting was how the 
school was to be established. Many op- 
posing incorporation said it would neces- 
sitate other expenses % keeping up a mu- 
nicipal government, others thought this 
was the only manner in which the school 
could be successfully operated. 

It was suggested that the echool be erect- 
ed and maintained by public subscriptions. 
A number offered to double the amount 
they would have to pay in taxes in sub- 
scriptions for the school. The idea of in- 
corporation was objectionable to them, as 
it is feared a number of unscrupulous peo- 
ple might secure control of the town offairs 
and convert it into a spoils system, rasing 
the rate of taxation or the valuation of 
property to such an extent as to drive 
prospective residents away and cause the 
removal of the present ones.

Citizens and Visitors Complain Bitterly 
at Its Disgracefal Condition. 


| PASSENGERS HAD TO WADE IN 


The Water Was Above Their Shoe- 
Tops During the Rain. 


ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE TO FIND A FRIEND 


Agitation Against the Out-of-Date 
Building Is Being Renewed—Ont- 
burst of Public Indignation. 


HE people who came to Atlanta last 
week complained very much about the 
lack of accommodations at the ecar- 
Shed, sometimes known as the union pas- 
Senger station. 

One of the newspapers out in the state 
Says that the travelers from its section 
suffered great inconvenience and adds that 
the depot facilities here are a disgrace to 
the city. But the visitors dia not do all 
the criticising. Hundreds of Atlantians, 
and possibly thousands, went to the sta- 
tion to meet friends or to see them off. 
The great crush in the waiting room and 
in the narrow space in front of the ticket 
windows made it a life or death struggle 
to get through. It was with much diffi- 
culty that any one could find an incoming 
friend. 

This, and the flood on Saturday afternogn, 
when the station was inundated, the floor 
being covered with water to a depth of 
from three to six inches, through which 
passengers had to wade to reach their 
trains, created a gtorm of indignation 
among the citizens who were there. The 
criticisms were bitter and it is likely that 
the new depot problem will come up again 
as a live issue. When this problem was up 
a few months ago it was agitated for a 
month or two and then was sidetracked, but 
the experiences of the last few days have 
created so much feeling against the rail- 
roads that the matter will be brought up 
again. 

This time the complaint will not be so 
much that the streets are blockaded by 
trains, as that the depot itself is too small, 
unclean and unfit for public service. All 
Sunday and yesterday the floor of the sta- 
tion was siimy and dirty with grease and 
mud.{ On Saturday afternoon passengers 
had to wade in water several inches deep 
to reach their trains. The station was 
flooded and women waded through the wa- 
ter with dresses raised as high as their 
knees, according to the testimony of repu- 
table witnesses. Trunks which were on the 
station floor were soaked and there was 
not a passenger who got on the outgoing 
trains in the depot whose shoes were not 
full of water. Incoming trains had to stop 
outside the station and let the passengers 
off on the wet and muddy pavement, which 
was the lesser of the two eveils. That af- 
ternoon there was a great rush for the 
trains. Two or three thousand visitors who 
had been attending the reunion had waited 
until that time, hoping to escape the crush, 
But they had to struggle to get into the 
Station and then had to wade to reach 
their trains. 

The station stands in a low place. The 
grade is sharp from tlie upper side of Wall 
Street to the railroad tracks. The flood 
pouring down from Wall and North Pryor 
streets spread out to right and left when 
it reached the tracks and inundated the 
Station. If the tracks were elevated ten 
inches as they approach the station from 


) each end, and the floor raised correspond- ’ 


ingly, the depot and the passengers could 
be protected. Some of the roads are anx- 
ious to build a new union passenger sta- 
tion on a different site and the Southern, 
Centra] and Atlanta and West Point. have 
agreed to go into a new union station, if 
the other roads will join them. The les- 
sees of the Western and Atlantic have re- 
fused to leave the present site, and thus 
the case is hung up. 

But the air full of threats and ugly talk 
about the situation more aggravated /than 
ever before.

Last week proved the devotion of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy to the vet- 
erans, since many social pleasures af- 
forded them were through the women of 
that organization. Had it not been that 
Mrs. Clement A. Evans, Mrs. Frank Ellis, 
Mrs. W. A. Hemphill, Mrs. Todd, 
Mrs. Raine, Mrs. Spalding, Mrs. Hillyer 
and the Daughters of the Confederacy 
opened their homes to the distinguished 
men and women last Thursday afternoon, 
the veterans would have had little oppor- 
tunity to press the hands of Mrs. Stone- 
wal] Jackson and Miss Winnie Davis, since 
few social functions were arranged other- 
wise, by which the veterans might have 
met these and other distinguished women 
of the confederacy. 

There ig no doubt, too, that had these pa- 
triotic women foreseen that no distinct en- 
tertatnment had been arranged by which 
the distingy¢ished veterans in ithe city 
that 


secure funds sufficient to have made their 
entertainment of last Friday evening even 
twice its size. 

It is quite probable fhat the interest 
which the Daughters of the Confederacy 
put in the veterans will prevent their fol- 
lowing out the suggestion of Mrs. Currie 
in working for the soldiers at the front 
now. 

It is most @Vident that the Daughters of 
the Confederacy have by no means given 
up the idea of sheltering the homeless 
veterans, and that whether they purchase 
the Soldiers’ home built in Atlanta, or 
Secure another or cheaper one, that they 
will make their principal work in interest 
in the confederate veterans. 

Just as matters stand now, the question 
is not, “Do we want the Soldiers’ home?” 


' but, “could we maintain it, if we had it?” 


Since the Georgia legislature, on various 
Occasions, has declined to make an 4p- 
Propriation for the home, but has signi- 
fieqd its preference of pensioning the Sol- 
diers in their individual homes, it would 
geem as if the Daughters of the Confed- 
efacy would thave to depend on their own 
patriotism and generosity to maintain the 

iers’ home. 

Mrs. James Rounsaville, president of the 
Georgia Daughters of the Confederacy, in 
@n interview on the subject said: 

“I appreciate the fact that the Georgia 
legislature has pensioned the confederate 
soldiers, but there are those who have 
absolutely no homes in which they can 
stay, and the amount of pension scarcely 
admits of their making a home for them- 
selves. It is for these that I think there 
should be a soldiers’ home. If it is found 


«impracticable for the Daughters of the 


Confederacy to purchase the present home 
I am in favor of beginning the institution 
on a small scale. For instance, we would 
have no difficulty in having land donated 
to us for the purpose. We. could begin 
by building a one-story bullding, and then 
adding to it as applicants became more 
humerous. In this way we could avoid the 
encumbrance 
in the purchase of a nandsome building.” 

It will probably be Uctober before the 
_Matter can be fully decided, and then it 
will be in the very best interest of the 
Old soldiers of the gray.

Talks Interestingly of Her Son and 
His Act of Heroism.

HW mother of Lieutenant Richmond
